LeglBlutivo Delays. 

■\Ve know not what ariiount of credit the 
. Governor will uttompt to dnitn from tbe 
■ _Home Government for liis slicro in tho ad- 
xninistration of the ofl'airs of this Colony. It 
. is only to be supposed, however, tlmt ho will 
not fail to present his services in the most 
nltractirc form [jossiblo. If ho wero in tie 
position of a Uovernor of a Colony having a 
fully developed responsible G.ivernmeDt, one 
could easily relieve him of tho blame which 
one holding a next to arbitrary power must 
expect ofteo to incur. Bore, however, we 
ahalllook to him aa tho Executive; for what- 
ever may appear to be (he case, he roles a? 
ho wishes. He is the prime mover of the 
;»overnmeDtal machinery. If, therefore, it is 
used so that the interests of the country suHer. 
he is to blame. What merit, then, can hi- 
claim for the m.inner in which iho busiMes> 
in the . Legislature has been brought to a lul. 
stop? Is there no blame to be ultachod t- 
him for tho consequences resulting from itf 
prorogation? No one who rellecis for .1 iixi- 
ment upon the number of measures roquirtM 
for the proper government and the advance 
meU of the intere.'-la of the Colony, can hel)i 
thinking thai tho Assembly might have been 
permilloil to malice use of all tho time that re 
maihcd of their term, to eflecl whatever good 
loy jn their power. But when wo consider 
that several most useful bills had already been 
introduced, and required but liltle more tu 
mako Ihein law, and that they all wero sud- 
denly burked by tho not of the Guvernor, we 
cannot Cud words to characterize such con- 
' ducU ' People will talk and people will usk 
[■ questions, and it cannot be denied that they 
have- ample cause in the circumstances just 
alluded to. AVhy, they ask, were ihose bills 
lor facililaliug the coiistriiclion ofraihvava in 
the Colony, and which the Attorney (iencral 
prolesscd to he so very desirous of luiviiig 
passed,— why were they oxiinguished at a 
ti(DO when they were^[most needed? Must 
they be recommenced and the work done 
over again I And, in the meantime, men 
who might have been employed, must they 
be idle during ilio winter, when tbcro is most 
need ihnt they should have something to do. 
Is the comnierco of the port to suffer detri- 
mo.it through want of proper provision for 
pilotage? Why vi'as the pilot bill intro- 
duced by Mr. lling not mado law? That 
surely was a measure the Government 
should have inleresled themselves in getting 
passed without delay. Its necessity \s so 
obvious that its passage should have been 
made a governmental mcasu'e, and not nl- 
lowed to hang fire under the care of any indi- 
vidual member. But what does it si^jnify to 
the Executive whether tho progress of things 
is retarded, so long as its aima:are furthered ? 
Is it more important that good laws, should 
be passed than that unpalatablo disclosures 
abonld take place ? If prorogations have 
the ofTeot of preventing iho^liscussion of tho 
town-site question, and the showing ivhat 
tho Houso of Assembly think of the con, 
duct of the Government in that aflair- 
wliy, then, prorogation let it be, soy the 
Government ; or, if that discussion would 
showlthe ITouae'in its true colors it would have 
the effect of provingjwho were independent 
members, and who the disguised supporters 
of the Executive, in all its doiiig.s, good and 
bad — it must be stifled, and stilled it bus been 
for the time being. A convenient engine, is 
it not, this some power of prorogation? 
What an assislauce it gives in bolstering 
up a tottering party. It hides their weak- 
nesses, while, ut the same time, it pioventa 
the introduction and passage of laws that 
would aid in toppling them hciullong. Dr. 
Trimble had a cnance to gain credit by tho 
,introductlonjpf-tt-;-R||gislration Act. He did 
not do it. 'Had lie done so, the^Governmsnt 
could have rendered the measure ionocuous 
to ihcm without testing his sincerity. "They 
could have put a stop to its progrtss by the 
same mode they havo the unfinished work of 
the Inst session. No excuse can palliali.' 
making u?e of their power at tlii.s peasoti. 
It is useless to allege the holidays us the 
cause; adjournment would serve to allow 
Yiie'House liberty during this period, without 
putting, an end to un finished buBineBS. Kor 
can it be justified upon the pretext that sup- 
plies fur the ne.^tl year are ro(|uireil. II there 
wero a pressing ncces.sity fur tln-ir liuijig 
voted before the election of anotherllou.se. 
there would still bo time enough ere the 
time cxpircH for which '.he present one was 
elected. Nothing but the utmost indillorencc 
to public interexts, so long as those of a par- 
[ ty were served, could dictate such a course. 

Prepare to Regiater Your Votes. 
The new year i« at band. No time is to lie 
lo.st by those who would eierci«e tlio privi- 
leges cl rrceincn and M ho can plac; Iheiiiselvea 
in a posit'on to do so. Between the fir;*! anti 
fuurteeiith of .January rcgislrniion of votes 
must be the order of tho dny. Tho jireparii- 
tion should not be delayed. If anyiliing is 
hocessarv which yet can bo done to place one 
in a position to cliiim registration, it ought to 
bo seen to at once. Xo delay should Oi.'cur 
in presenting claims. It won't do to jjiit 
theiu ofT to the last moment. Let it bo re- 
membered that he who neglects to register 
has no vole for the year, though he may be 
otherwise well qualiOed. And who would 
not have a vote now ? Who is there who 
would see tho colony progress, that would ho 
without the power of choosing those who 
look after its interests, who make il.s laws, 
and who impose taxation ? If public affairs 
arc mismanaged, who is to blatlie T If bad 
laws are passed, or if good ones are not in- 
troduced — if tho public moneys ore squan- 
dered upon uu worthy objects, what right have 
they to ROinpluin, who could have cho.son 
good men to represoii*- them, but neglected to 
do BO? Ila who is qnalilicd to register, but 
does not, can have nothing to say if our rep 
Tcsentativea don't do their duty : ho has put 
hiiusell out of tho field. So that we must 
again_urgo upon all tho necessity of rcgistra- 
.tion as soon as the list is opened.

J.iniQs C. Chaffer W IS ehar^red in the Po- 
lice Court. ye.sieiMay, with asiaullin.ir James 
fbbutson, and comin;,' to his liou-^e with a 
loaded rifle for tho avowed pu.-pose of shuol- 
ing him. Mr. Bishop appeared for the 
prococution. ■ . ■ ^■ 

A great deal of evidence was taken in the 
case, anil many wilnes-Ci called in support of 
the char;,'e. It seems that on Saturday morn- 
in^j; the p.-i^oner came t,> tlia liou-,e of the 
prosecutor and charged liiixi with stealing a 
canne, .wbicb. hq ; denied.^ ile ^applied the 
prossest abuse to biiii, and threatened him 
tittl if the canoo were not brought back be- 
fore noon, he would make him " sorry for it 
i( he had ta pasi six niinihs_ in the chain- 
gang." A short time after this the prisoner 
came a^Miii to i!n; Iiouso, tbrealc.-iuJ, struck 
at proscnitor, .ind kicked htm, being liaally 
put mil l)y s.ime of prosecutor's fricnd.s.

The compluinjint thenisaatched 
np a revolver, and by a fortunate chance 
illsaririeil his asiailaiit byishobtiug 'bfT his 
fore linirer. The prisoner was then given in

The chanileliers were boainil'ul, they 
were made of hoops taslelully overlapped Willi 
different colored paper iu form of st. rs, 
crowns, rosellw, etc., and containing sconces 
to liohl from G lu 12 lights each, inlerlacod 
with chains made also of ,-iiiper. Onii mess 
iu particular atlracted my alteiition, 1 thii,k 
it was II or 13 mess, where a large painted 
naval cfuwn was cut out of tin, aud round 
whieh ^as placed small brass canons, Riga, 
etc. 

Tlio gun-room mess was in good taste, and 
ultliiiugh decoiated very «canlily, yet It 
Kli!iwcd Ihat the decorator had good lasto. 
On one side were the itordii — •' A merry 
Xiiiait," made of pine tops, and round Iho 
berth's were devices of Faitn, Hope and 
Charity made from leaves. 

In conclu.'iion. cveryiliing went off well and 
reflected liiglily iipun ihe merits of ttie idllcera 
and the good (li.-ci|)lilie of t; e ship. I could 
fiill a whole column by sticking lo tiic doiiiga 
of the day, bullet lliissullict — ''All went 
im iry as a inariuiie bell." 1 only trust that 
they will enjoy a hapfiy new sear, Willi many 
roiuriis of the season.
